examples of results achieved where 
P.R. has been put into practice. 

In the last British elections, seven 
of the English universities were 
combined: into one constituency clec- 
ting two members, and the election 
was conducted under the P.R. me- 
thod. Four candidates were nominat- 
ed for the two seats, When the bal- 
lots were counted it was found that 
first preferences had been recorded 
as follows: Fisher, 959; Hobson, 366; 
Williams, 366; Conway, 303—a total 
of 1,994. 

With a total vote polled of 1,994, 
and with two candidates to be elect- 
ed, the necessary quota to secure 
election would be arrived at by divid- 
ing 1,994 by three and adding one.} 
This gives a quota of 665. Mr.! 
Fisher, having polled 959 votes, was| 
declared elected, and his surplus of 
votes over 665, namely, 294, was then 
distributed according to the second 
preferences indicated thereon. More 
than half, 162, fell to Conway, 88 to 
Hobson and 44 to Williams. The 
position of the candidates at the con-| 
clusion of the transfer was: Fisher, 
665 (clected); Conway, 465; Hobson, 
454; Williams, 410 

While one candidate was elected, 
not one of the other three had ob- 
tained a quota. The lowest on the 
poll, Williams, with 410 votes, was 
accordingly declared defeated, and his 
votes transferred. As many as 312 
fell to Conway, thus bringing his to- 
tal above the quota, and he was ac- 
cordingly elected. Thus under P.R.,

a high order. The corporation, how- 
ever, labored under difficulties, Its 
powers of assessment and taxation 
were limited. It inherited a consid- 
erable debt. Burdens imposed by the 
council continued to increase, Even- 
tually the cfash came, The corpor- 
ation was bankrupt. The streets 
were, for-a time, neither repaired nor 
swept and the street lights were not 
lit. As a result, there sprang into ex- 
istence a vigorotts Ratepayers’ Asso- 
ciation, in which many membogs of 
the hitherto unrepresented minority 
took a prominent part, The rate- 
payers challenged the action of the 
council in striking a rate in excess of 
its powers. Finally, a new municipal 
charter was passed, giving the cor- 
poration unlimited powers of assess- 
ment and taxation, but providing for 
an early clection under the propor-; 
system, The result, indicated 
above, shows that the ratepayers}

No Free Repatriation of Dependents 
After December 

Headquarters has warned all men 
of the Canadian overseas force on in- 
definite leave awaiting repatriation

liament will not be permissible in 
future if amendments to S, W. Jac- 
obs’ bill to change. the House of 
Commons Act agreed to by the priy-

Mr, Jacobs’ bill, as originally in- 
troduced, provided that a member 
elected ‘for two’ scats must, within 
thirty days, make a choice as to the 
seat he propases to represent. 

The committee, after considerable 
discussion, agreed to an asnendment 
providing that no person shall be 
eligible for election to the House of 
Commons in more than one electoral 
district at the same time.

{Nationalists Capture Konieh Concerning Shipping 


Apprehension That Phat Turkish Throne 
May Be In Danger 

Paris.—Konieh, an important rail- 
road centre, is in the hands of the 
Turkish Nationalist troops. 

This city, which in the days of 
Roman power was known as Iconiuin 
and was the capital of the province 
of Lyaconia, stands in a position 
Which virtually dominates South 
Asia’Minor. Its capture appears to 
indicate that Mustapha Kemal is in 
control of the vast region stretching 
from Konieh from the southwest to 
Erzerum, the principal city of Turk- 
ish Armenia, a distance of 425 miles. 
It is said the fall of the Turkish 
cabinet was caused by the capture 
of Konich, and there seems to be 
some apprehension in some quarters 
that the Turkish throne may be in 
danger, 

On the other hand, French circles 
point out that Djemal Pasha, the 
newly appointed Turkish minister of 
war, is a political ally of Mustapha 
Kemal. 

Great Britain began to withdraw 
her troops from Armenia in August, 
and it is probable this moyement is 
now far advanced. France~ has 
forces in Syria, while Greece and 
Italy have small detachments at 
various points along the coast of Asia 
Minor. 

None of these nations, however, 
appears to have sufficient forces to 
conduct a campaign in the interioz 
of the country. Great Britain's army 
in Mesopotamia and-in Palestine, to 
the east and south, seems to be too 
far away to menace the spread of the 
Turkish nationalist movement, Iced 
by Mustapha Kemal. 


Prohibition in - Norway 


Despite This, Arrests for Intoxica- 
tion Have.Been Increasing 
Christiania—War-time prohibition, 
optrating since December, 1916, and 
forbidding: the sale and private im- 
portation of spirits and strong liquors 

has-been. made permanent. 

Despite this prohibition, arrests for 
intoxication have been steadily  in- 
creasing throughout the country, ana 
in some places have been higher than 
before the war-time prohibition was 
put into effect. 

Substitutes for liquor, especially 
denatured alcohél, are being used 
everywhere. Illegal distillation also 
is increasing, especially in the rural 
districts, 

It is feared that France, Spain and 
Portugal, from which countries liquor 
was imported, may retaliate with a 
tarjff on Norwegian products, such 
as timber and fish, thereby injuring 
especially the Norwegian fish trade, 
60 per cent. of which goes to Por- 
tugal, 


Barrage Removed From North Sea 

Washington. —“Removal of the 
great North Sea barrage laid by the 
United States navy during the war 
has been completed. 

This was disclosed when Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels made public a 
cablegram of congratulation sent to 
Rear-Admiral Strauss, who comman- 
ded the force which since last Octo- 
ber had been engaged in the lfazar- 
dous task of sweeping the 50,000 
mines front the sea. 

Only one serious accident attended 
the work, one of the sweepers being 
blown up with the loss of séveral 
lives.

Ottawa,—Replying to ‘a question by 
J. E. Armstrong, Sir George Foster, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce,
